





RULES OF THE RAN RADIO MECHANICS ASSOCIATION 


NAME 
The Association was founded by George Woodfull Stevens and shall be known as the RAN Radio 
Mechanics Association. 





OBJECTS 

1. To promote and assist in promoting fellowship between members. 
2. To organise and assist in organising Reunions among members. 

3. Tocirculate periodical newsletters to members. 


MANAGEMENT 
The management of the Association shall be vested in a National Committee, the composition of which shall 
include the following members: 


President 

Vice Presidents (2) 
Secretary 
Treasurer 

2 Other Members 


Committee meetings shall be held as often as necessary but at least annually. 
DUTIES OF COMMITTEE MEMBERS 


President 
Shall normally preside at meetings of the National Committee. He may serve as ex officio member on any 
sub-committee where practicable. The president shall have a casting as well as a deliberative vote. 


Vice President 
Shall deputise for the President as necessary. 


Secretary 
Shall keep a written record of the proceedings of the committee. He shall carry out official correspondence at 


the direction of the committee and shall, with the President, maintain a correspondence file. He shall keep a 
list of members 


Treasurer 

Shall receive all moneys from the Association and deposit them in a specified bank account as directed by 
the Committee. He shall disburse such funds as directed by the Committee and shall keep a financial 
statement showing all deposits and disbursements. The Association 


SUB-COMMITTEES 
A sub-committee shall be formed in each State/Territory and should comprise at least one convener. The 
committee may be expanded as necessary. 


It shall be the duty of each State/Territory sub-committee to manage the day-to-day affairs of the Association 
in that State/Territory. 


APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE 
Members of all committees shall be appointed as required. 


MEMBERSHIP 
Membership is open to all ex and current Naval Radio Mechanics, Radio Electrical and Electronic Technical 
personnel and Associates. 


Membership shall be free with the exception of any voluntary donations. 


QUORUM 


At a committee meeting a majority of committee members shall form a quorum. 


CHANGING THE RULES OF THE ASSOCIATION 
The rules may be added to, repealed, or amended by resolution at a National Committee meeting. 


CONDUCT 

If any member conducts him or herself in a manner which in the opinion of a simple majority of the National 
Committee is unbecoming, that member 

WINDING-UP 

If, upon the winding-up or dissolution of the association, there remains after the satisfaction of all its debts 
and liabilities, any property &/or moneys whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to, or distributed among, the 
Members of the Association but shall be given or transferred to some other institution or institutions having 
similar objects to those of the Association or distributed to some charitable institution.
